New Orleans, July 28.— H ealth a u ­ 
thorities who are handling the yellow 
fever situation here have so th o ro u g h ­ 
ly perfected 
their 
organisation 
that 
they feel confident every caae of fever, 
even though not thoroughly developed. 
will be prom ptly reported and go upon 
the official recorda. 
So thorough has 
been the Inspection of the city that It 
la believed every existing case has been 
rooted out and la now included In the 
206 cases which have been announced. 
M any of these are on the road to re ­ 
covery, and It la expected th a t w ith the 
perfect acientlflc trea tm en t th a t has 
been arran g ed for there will be a re ­ 
duction in the m ortality rate, which Irt 
the early stages of the disease had 
been adm ittedly high. 
The m ost annoying featu re of 
the 
situation now 
la the 
disposition of 
practically every tow n In th is state as 
In adjoining states to tighten the q u a r­ 
antine a g ain st the city. T h at Is due to 
the feeling beyond 
the 
city th a t 200 
cases m ean a serious situation and th*' 
fact th a t the escape of Italian s from 
the Infected French m ark et center re ­ 
sulted in th e appearance of cases 
of 
fever In various points. 
One case has 
been reported a t T am pa, an Italian 
refugee from New O rleans, and thor-* 
are rep o rts of cases In L afourche. A s­ 
cension, St. M ary's 
and 
Plaquem ine 
parishes. 
Shotgun 
g u ard s are now 
being put on public roads of parishes 
outside of New O rleans 
to tu rn back 
every Italian who m akes his a p p ea r­ 
ance, and the b ars have been put up all 
over the sta te a g ain st th a t natio n ality 
In p articu lar. 
Two Italian s who m an ­ 
aged to board the 
M ississippi V alley 
train T h u rsd ay w ere locked In a car 
w hich w as sidetracked a t B aton Rouge 
T h u rsd ay nig h t and sent back to New 
O rleans F riday. 
In th is c ity and else­ 
w here Italian s are suffering through 
the m arked reduction in th e fru it b u si­ 
ness. In w hich 
they 
are largely e n ­ 
gaged. 
T here Is a popular m isap p re­ 
hension th a t fru it from the tropics is 
capable of tran sm ittin g Infection and 
some tow ns are already Including fru it 
am ong th e ir qu aran tin ed articles. 
In 
New O rleans m any people a re refusing 
to patronize Italian peddlers and fru it 
stands. 
Rev. Dr. B everly W arner, who re ­ 
cently returned here from Philadelphia, 
h as opened offices in one of the prom i­ 
nent office buildings. 
He 
h as been 
chosen su perintendent of w ards In th** 
g reat cam paign of cleaning and sa n i­ 
tatin g the city. 
All w ards m ake dally 
reports to him. 
Screening and oiling cistern s Is pop­ 
ularized In a novel w ay. T housands of 
lapel bu tto n s have been ordered to be 
given those who 
have 
followed th is 
regulation of the board of health. 
The 
b u ttons are 
plain 
w hite 
w ith a life 
sized stegom yia fascia ta pictured in 
the center and surrounded 
w ith the 
w ords: 
“My C isterns A re All R ight. 
How Are Y ours?” 
The system 
of In­ 
spection. w hich 
has gone 
into effect, 
contem plates a visit to every house 
in 
the city so th a t no case of sickness m ay 
escape detection even in Its incipient 
stage. 
T he city has been divided Into 
a large num ber of districts. 
Each 
in ­ 
spector is required to visit every p rem ­ 
ises of his d istrict and ev ery room lf 
possible. 
Special 
endeavor m ust be 
m ade to discover 
every 
person sick 
w ith fever of any sort. 
E ach inspector 
is provided w ith a large oil can from 
which he is directed to pour oil on all 
exposed w a ter surfaces, tubs, cistern s 
and pools. 
E very night th ere is to be 
a full rep o rt by each Inspector of all 
prem ises and room s visited. 
G overnor B lanchard retu rn ed to the 
sta te cap ital from the A lexandria 
e n ­ 
cam pm ent and has 
placed him self In 
hourly com m unication 
w ith the sta te 
board of health. . H e is unable to come 
here because B aton Rouge and other 
tow ns have m ade th eir q u aran tin es so 
rigid th a t lf he did he would not be 
able to get aw ay again and the sta te 's 
business w ould con stan tly suffer.. The 
governor said In an Interview he did 
not believe there w as the slightest Ju st­ 
ification for the panicky feeling In the 
state. 
H e is In perfect touch w ith the 
local situ atio n and th in k s th a t if th ere 
is thorbugh co-operation of the people 
w ith the m edical au th o rities there will 
be no danger of a serious spread of the 
fever In L ouisiana 
even 
lf additional 
isolated cases occur outside of New 
O rleans from th e flight of the Italian 
population. 
The reported case a t Bowle, on the 
Southern Pacific railroad In L afourche 
parish, h as been confirm ed. 
T he case 
w as th a t of an Italian w ho fled from 
New O rleans. 
Upon his d eath the a u ­ 
th o rities prom ptly burned th e building 
w hich he had occupied.

College Station. Tex., July 2*.—The 
m ost Im portant action of the T exas d i­ 
vision of the Southern C otton G row ers' 
association a t Its final m eeting was the 
adoption of a resolution expressing It as 
the sense of the association th a t 12 
cents should be the m inim um price for 
the new crop of cotton and th a t fa rm ­ 
ers should not ^ e ll a t a low er ITfeure. 
W ith this a c o m m i t t e e to g a th er Infor­ 
m ation concerning the crop, dem and, 
requirem ents, prices, «U., to act In con­ 
junction w ith the general association 
was created.

As President of the State University. 


Several Others are Named. 


Austin, Ju ly 27— Speculation is 
current in this city regarding the 
probable successor of the late Wm. 
L. 
Prather 
as president of the 
University of Texas. Judging from 
local comment Dr. I). P. Houston, 
president of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at Bryan and 
former dean of the laculty of the 
university, is the popular choice 
for that position.— Houston Chroni- 
clo 
The board of university regents 
will meet in Austin today and will 
appoint Dean Mezes as the tempo­ 
rary head of the institution. 
An 
Austin special to the Galveston 
News says with reference to the 
vacancy: 
Already several names 
have 
been mentioned, among them Dr. 
Sidney Edward Mezes, dean of the 
main university; Dr. D. F. H ous­ 
ton, former dean of the main uni­ 
versity, but now president of the 
Texas Agricultural and Mechanical 
College; Judge B. E. Tarlton of 
the university law faculty; Clar­ 
ence H. Miller, dean of the uni- 
versitv law 
department; 
Judge 
Yancey Lewis, Dallas, Mr. T. W. 
Gregory, a regent of the univer­ 
sity and a resident of Austin, and 
C. N. Ousley, editor of the Fort 
Worth 
Record. 
The 
salary is 
$5,000 a year, while that of presi­ 
dent of the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College is $4,000. Friends 
of the Agricultural and Mechani­ 
cal College have expressed them ­ 
selves as not believing that Dr. 
Houston would accept the presi­ 
dency of the university at this 
time, though he could do so a year 
hence. 
If such was the feeling, 
the regents, 
in the event they 
agreed on Dr. Houston, could wait 
a year, Dean Mezes acting during 
the coming scholastic session.
